DENVER NOW AT HAVANA. 


The United States cruiser Denver ar- 


rived here yesterday. The 
vessel was 


untchcd with great interest while enter- 
ing the harbor and saluting. 


When the Hag on Jloro castle signaled 


the approach of the American warship 
the news spread with rapidity through- 
out the city and large crowds hastened 
to the wharves. As the cruiser moved" 
up the harbor firing the usual salute of 
twenty-one guns, which was responded 
to from the Cnbanas fortress, the coun- 
tenances of Americans showed pleasure, 
while those of the 
Cubans 
expressed 


wonder and perpjexity. Cuban ofliciuls 
nre unanimous in stating that the visit 
of the Denver has no special significance. 


HAS 150 TRAINED SAILORS.

ALIVE TU ALL POSSIBILITIES. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—President 


Roosevelt is keenly alive to the progress 
of the revolutionary movement in Cuba 
nnd 
the responsibility of 
the 
United 


States in case the conditions grow worse 
nnd intervention becomes necessary. It 
is known that-the president will not in- 
tervene unless it appears'absolutely nec- 
essary, yet steps have been taken whieh 
would mukt! such intervention effective. 


The ships that 1m ve been sent to Cuba 


arc there for tho purpose only of pro- 
tc.-,ting American interests nnd furnish- 
in;; asylum for Americans who may be 
in' danger , from the warring 
factions. 


Actual intervention would mean the use 
of army, and all available forces would, 
no doubt, be needed and will be ready 
ii :i serious situation develops.

can be no doubt. Thi^ is shown by the 
fact that the nnvy department has been 
called upon for a statement of the num- 
ber of marines that might 'we available 
in the event of trouble. There are be- 
tween 600 and 700 marines now" in the 
vicinity of the West Indies.
